Referring to the agreement between the Society 
and the University Film Foundation, copy of which was sent to 
me on November 10th, the agreement appears to be satisfactory 
from the Society's standpoint. 


However, there are one or two points which might 
be considered. Under paragraph 35, the Foundation Company 
agrees "to use its best efforts to circulate and distribute”. 
This might leave open the question as to whether the Foundation 
Company was making an honest effort to circulate the film. Baa 
other words, they might take the stand that it was not advantageous 
to circulate the film at the present time and tie you up for an 
indefinite period. This point, however, may be of small 
importance as I imagine the Foundation Company would do as well 
by you as any other company engaged in similar business. I presume 
you must depend upon the Foundation Company acting fairly in the 
matter. 


You will notice that the Foundation Company only eat 
sures the film while in transit. Might it not be wise foryou \ 
to insure the film against destruction or-theft independent of 
this contract provided the premium for such insurance is not too 
high?
